White House T ekes Steps to Counter 
Charges Nixon Fails to Get Advice 
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WASHINGTON, May 13— 
Some months ago. after a 
formal dinner at the White 
House in honor of Prince 
Philip, Kinkman Brewster Jr. 
President of Yale University, 
encountered a reporter he 
knew outside the mansion. 

I talked to the President 
and Henry Kissinger [the 
President’s na- 
tional securtiy 
adviser]” he said.
